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Not long ago it was the fashion to ishtuge 


that the people would cot receive silver 
dollars; that they distrusted them; that 
they were afraid they woalcl depreciate on 
their bands, etc. Now, of all the vast 
amount already coined, there are scarcely 
three millions cot in circulation in some 
form or other. 
It 
i-i quite true that the 


people did not wish to handle the stand- 
ard dollars, for they are an nnweildy coin. 
But that they ever distrusted them ia dis- 
proved by the fact that emeu the Treas- 
ury has recognized the necessity of emit- 
ting certificates of Email denominations 
against silver dollars nearly every ^dollar 
coined is doing service. So long as the 
smallest denomination of certificates was 
$10, over $200,000,000 standard dollars lay 
in the vanlts at Washington absolutely 
doing nothing but give trouble. 
Since 


ths passage of the act authorizing certifi- 
cates of $1, $2 and $5, the amount of 
$lo5,000,OOG have been omitted. 


There is favorable promise that several 


new and important manufacturing enter- 
prises will be located in and around Bono 
next Spring, and we are advised that there 
havs recently been numerous inquiries from 
manufacturers regarding this section as a 
manufacturing point. 
These facts are very 


encouraging, since ths great need of Reno, 
to assure its f ntnre growth and prosperity, 
is industrial enterprises.

Four Newspapers, a Church, Seven 


Banks and a Large Number of Fac- 


tories and Stores Burned. 


Lynn Laid 'Low.

LTNN, Mass., Nov. 26.—A conflagration 


nneqnbled in years occurred here to-day. 


The fire has burned to the water's edge 


and can spread no further. 
The territory 


burned over is estimated at from 10 to 12 
acres. The ruins arc still burning fiercely 
but the flames are under control. 


The.loss is estimated at between $0,000,- 


000 and $7,000,000. 


There are reports of men being burned, 


but no bodies have been recovered*. Mili- 
tary companies from Lynn, Salem and 
other places are guarding the streets. Tbe 
streets are filled witb people burned ont of 
house and home. Steamers are still ar- 
riving from places between Lynn and 
Boston. 


A LATER KEPOBT. 


LYNN, Mass, Nov. 26.—The oity was 


visited this afternoon by the greatest fire in 
its history, and with two exceptions, the 
most disastrous that ever visited the New 
England States. 


The fire started at noon, raged eight 


hours, devastated a square mile of the busi- 
ness section of the oity and caused a loss 
estimated at $10,000,000. 


The fire started in the Mowers' wooden 


building, on Almont street, and soon com- 
municated with the six-story brick blcck, 
known as the Mowers block. 
Almost sim- 


ultaneously the four-story wooden shoe 
factory of Bennett & Barnard on Central 
avenue and a four-story wooden building 
on Almont street caught fire, aud after 
'hat time a hurricane of flame was in pro- 
gress. 


Aid arrived from Boston, Salem, Marble- 


head and surrounding towns. After the 
fire had been in progress two hours 
everybody declared it would not stop un- 
til it reached the ccean, which proved to 
be the case. 


Four daily newspapers are burned out— 


the Item, the Bee, the Press and tbe 
News. There were many narrow escapes, 
but no fatalities. 


Tbe high brick fire wall of the B. F. 


Spinner bloek served as a barrier to 
further progress of the flames up Union 
street. 


Three National backs—the Central, Se- 


curity aud First National, together witb 
the Lynn Institution for Savings, located 
in the First National block, are all wiped 
ont. 


Twelve of the finest shoe blocks in the 


oity are in ruins, and about 25 stores. 


At thii writing it is impossible to state 


how many dwellings were burned. They 
were mostly occupied by the poor clasa in 
the vicinity of the-wharves. 


The Central Congregational Church is 


burned. 
It is impossible to give any esti- 


timate of insurance, bat conservative esti- 
mates place the lost on property at $10,- 
000.000.

sued in reaching the desired end.
